POLICY OF 


Dept. of Law Hints That it May be Necessary 


to Invoke Food and Fuel Control Act Un- 
der Which Gpvt Operation of Mines is 
Allowable-—In This Event Fed. Troops 
Will be Used to Protect Such Miners as 
May Desire to Work. 


HOUSE DECIDES 


TAGUE WINNER 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Seizure of 


coal now in transit was authorized to- 
day by the railroad administration, 
Director General Hines this afternoon 
announced Jhat, -he :had ordered all 
regional directors of railroads to ac- 
cumulate coal to meet the threatening 
crisis, purchasing the coal if possible, 


, but if-necessary to hold coal now In- 


transit. 


The statement issued by the Direc- 


tor General: 


"In orderr to interfere as little as 


possible with the normal 'course of 
coal traffic, the railroad administra- 
tion up to the present time has per- 
mitted coal to go to the designated 
countries, and within the last 
two 


weeks, open top equipment has been 
diverted to coal loading to the exclu- 
sion of all other classes of traffic, and 
the movement of such equipment has 
been expedited so as to facilitate the 
maximum production of coal. 


"The result has been an exception- 


ally heavy coal production. 


"It having become necessary, how- 


ever, to be prepared to insure against 
all temporary contingencies that the 
'transportation service be 
permitted 


regional directors have been instruct- 
ed to see that each railroad shall ac- 
cumulate a necessary 
coal reserve 


where it is not already on hand, pur- 
chasing such coal if possible and other 
wise holding coal in transit. The prac- 
tice thus resorted 
to is a 
practice 


which roalroads always .employed in 
emergencies whether under 
private 


or public control and has been recog- 
nized as indispensable to the mainte- 
nance of an essential public service. 


The statement issued by Director 


Hines shows that the railroad admin- 
istration is already virtually carrying 
on the work that was formerly con- 
ducted by the fuel administration. 


Regional directors of the railroad 


administration have already made a 
survey of the coal needs of their dis- 
tricts it was stated at the railroad ad- 
ministration and they're prepared to 
receive requests for coal for delivery 
according to the priority -rulings an- 
nounced by the director general. 


Regional directors will divert coal 


from regions well supplied to those 
regions where coal is needed, it was 
stated.

FAMOUS POET 


PASSES AWAY 


SHORT BEACH, Conn., Oct.' 30.— 


Mrs. 
Ella Wheeler Wilcox, noted poet 


and author, died at her home the 'Bun- 
galow,' following a long illness which 
began in Europe where she went about 
a year ago to do work among the sol- 
diers in France. Mrs. Wilcox died 
peacefully. Her mind was clear to the 
last and heart failure took her away. 


Mrs. Wilcox was obliged to give up 


her wo.rk In France, where she 
ad- 


dressed nightly large audiences 
of 


soldiers and went to London where 
she had to take to her bed. When she 
left London last July for her home 
here, her physicians 
predicted 
she 


could not live two weeks. She surviv- 
ed the voyage to this country and was 
removed to her home her* July 20 
last. For a time she rallied but re- 
cently she has been confined to her 


j bed and gradually grew weaker.

Mrs. Wilcox Is survived by two sis- 


! ters, Mrs. Bond and Mrs. Blythe Wil- 
liamson, both of Ord, Nebraska, and 
one brother, Marcus, of Windsor, Wis- 
consin, who is over eighty years of 
age. Her husband, Robert M. Wilcox, 
died h»re three years ago. 


Mrs. 
Wilcox in accordance with her 


own v/ishes, will be cremated, the ser- 
vices being held at the Crematory In 
Springfield, Mass., probably tomorrow 
the exact date had not been fixed this 
afternoon. 
There will be no funeral 


services at the Bungalow. 


Mrs. Wilcox was born In Johnstown 


Center, Wisconsin, In 185S. She 
was 


educated at the University of Wltcon- 
sln and married Robert M. Wilcox la

AMSTERDAM, 0., Oct. 30. — All hopo of rescuing 


twenty minors entombed in mine No. 2 of the Youghiogiie- 
.:iy and Ohio Coal Co. was abandoned today when shortly 
before eight o'clock officials a.nd state mine workers or- 
dered all of the rescue workers out op the mine. 


This, order was hurriedly isauadr wliea tu<e broke out 


behind the rescuers in the mine entry and they were forced 
to fight their way to safety. 
At that time they were with- 


in .100 feet of the point at which men are belie-red entomb- 
ed. 


Officials were forced.to throw a cordon of guards 


about the top of the mine shaft to keep away members of 
the families of the men entombed. 


All night long they kept vigil hoping that each one of 


the rescue party working in shifts of forty eight would 
bring from beneath the earth at least news of their loved 
ones.
